KEY TO CATALOGING 


DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing. These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: Ano initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design. An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
lf a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final iterns. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new “work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

He supported projects that encouraged the continued growth and 
development of the young state, most notably internal improvements, codification 
of Indiana’s laws, improved county and local government, and expanded educational 
opportunities. Ray was known for his eccentricity and early promotion of a large-scale 
railroad system in the state.

Although the war ended with the Treaty of Ghent in December 1814, many American 
prisoners of war still remained in Dartmoor. From the spring of 1813 until March 1815, 
about 6,500 American sailors were imprisoned at Dartmoor. These were either naval 
prisoners or impressed American seamen discharged from British vessels. Whilst the 
British were in overall charge of the prison, the prisoners created their own governance 
and culture. They had courts which meted out punishments, a market, a theatre and a 
gambling room. About 1,000 of the prisoners were Black. After the prisoners heard of 
the Treaty of Ghent, signed on 24 December 1814, they expected immediate release, but 
the British government refused to let them go on parole or take any steps until the treaty 
was ratified by the United States Senate on February 17th, 1815.

Investors Overseas Services, Ltd. (IOS) was 
founded in 1955 by financier Bernard Cornfeld. The company was incorporated outside 
the United States with funds in Canada and headquartered in Geneva, Switzerland. In 
the 1960s, the company employed 25,000 people who sold 18 different mutual funds 
door-to-door all over Europe, operating mostly in Germany with small investors. 
The company mainly targeted American expatriates and U.S. servicemen who sought 
to avoid paying income tax. The mutual fund offerings by the company were called 
“people’s capitalism” by founder Cornfeld. In the following decade, the company raised 
$2.5 billion, due in part to its “Fund of Funds,” which meant investment in shares of 
other IOS offerings. The offering was very popular in the bull market times, but then 
the market dropped and the guaranteed dividends had to be paid straight out of the 
capital—in effect, making it a pyramid scheme. IOS was forced into an Initial Public 
Offering to meet its costs. The next bear market made many investors cash their funds 
as stock value decreased. Share value decreased from $18 to $12 in the spring of 1970. 
Cornfeld formed an investment pool with some other investors, but they lost when the 
share value dropped to $2. Even IOS employees and portfolio managers sold their shares 
by this time. Financier Robert Vesco who, at the time, was also in financial trouble, 
turned to Cornfeld and offered his help. Vesco proceeded to use $500 million worth of 
IOS money to cover his own investments in his International Controls Corporation. 
When he was discovered, Vesco fled to Costa Rica. IOS then collapsed and in the process 
ruined a number of US and European banks.

The 
International Mercantile Marine Company, originally the International Navigation 
Company, was a trust formed in the early twentieth century as an attempt by J.P. Morgan 
to monopolize the shipping trade. IMM was founded by shipping magnates Clement 
Griscom of the American Line and Red Star Line, Bernard N. Baker of the Atlantic 
Transport Line, J. Bruce Ismay of the White Star Line, and John Ellerman of the Leyland 
Line. The Dominion Line was also amalgamated. The project was bankrolled by J.P. 
Morgan & Co., led by financier J. P. Morgan. The company also had working profit- 
sharing relationships with the German Hamburg-Amerika and the North German Lloyd 
lines. The trust caused great concern in the British shipping industry and led directly to 
the British government’s subsidy of the Cunard Line’s new ships RMS Lusitania and 
RMS Mauretania in an effort to compete. One of IMM’s subsidiaries was the White Star 
Line, which owned the RMS Titanic. Analysis of financial records shows that IMM was 
overleveraged and suffered from inadequate cash flow that caused it to default on bond 
interest payments in late 1914. As a result, a “friendly” receivership was put in effect in 
1915, which allowed IMM to reorganize its finances; it emerged from the receivership 
in 1916. This is a specimen example from that bond issue and is extremely rare and not
